Archbishop Legal exhibited every 
appearance of being hale and hearty, 
and certainly didn’t show any signs 
of being the worse of his lengthy 
journey. He possessed a bright and

him on his arrival, 

Archbishop Lejral, who Is arch- 
bishop for Edmonton, was born at! 
8t. Jean de Boiseau, Nantes, France, 
on October 9th, 1849, and received 
h's education at that place, where he 
also took classical and theological 
courses. He was ordained priest in 
1874,, taught science in college and 
seminary in France for four years. He 
later became a member of the con- 
gregation known as the miss‘onaries 
Oblates of Mary Immeculate, and 
was sent as missionary to the Black- 
feet Indians in Western Canada, in 
1880. He then became consecrated | 
b'shop of Pogia, and coadjutor of 
bishop of St. Albert in 1897. In 1902 
he became titular bishop of St. Al- 
bert, and in 1912 he was appointed 
archbishop of Edmonton on creation 
of this new province,

regardless of the failure of the Unit- 
ed States to ratify the treaty, 

The American delegateo declared 
themselves still hopeful that a com- 
promise will be arranged in the senate, 
but the French and British delegates 
are apparently less optimistic, and in- 
clined to prepare to carry out the 
treaty without American co-operation. 
Suggestions that another treaty more 
to the liking of the European allies 
be negotiated apparently are not taken 
seriously.

LECTURE ON 
EARLY DAYS 


IN EDMONTON 


Hon, Frank Oliver Tells Histor- 
ical Society of City as a 


Trading Post 


To the Historical soclety of Alberta 
last night in the arts building of tha 
University of Alberta, Hon. Frank 
Oliver unfolded the history of Hd- 
monton from its inception more than 
a@ century ago as an Indian trading 
post in the transcontinental chain of 
8,000 miles of Canadian wilderness. 

The big attendance In anticipation 
of an historical treat of this nature 
foreshadowed what the lecture proved 


to be, the most appreciated and Inter- | 


esting account of early Edmonton days 
that has yet been told to residents of 
the city. 

After referring in a few preliminary 
remarks to his arrival at Fort Edmon- 
ton over the long Winnipeg trail {fn 
1876, Mr. Oliver said; “‘What I wish 
to impress upon you tonight Is that 
Edmonton never was a mushroom 
city. Its growth, owing to its great 
strategic trade position, was as much 
appreciated by the early ploneers as 
it is by the world today. Although 
we had an unprecedented growth since 


the year of 1907, Edmonton's inherited | 


position as a centre of trade, influence, 
government education and civilization 
was as much felt in the early days of 
empire building as in the present. It 
was a place, primarily, where wate1 
and land routes met and in those days 
when the canoe and prairie cart and 
pack horse constituted our means of 
transportation, Eamanton as the 
same centre of interest and travel ay 
It later represented fn the history of 
railroads, 

“More than a hundred years ago the 
great trading cor e 
the North-West Trading company and 
the Hudson Bay company, each built 
a main post here, fully conscious that 
the position of our fair city was one 
most desirable in the building up of a 
transcontinental trade system and 
route of travel. 


Hardy Ploncers. 
“You have today a city of 60,000 or 


70,000 population, all the modern con- | 
veniences of cfivil'zed life in fact afuly 


modern city. But one and all of us 
should take our hats off to those men 
who without the protection of mounted 
police, civil police or other constituted 
authority, had the courage to open up 
this country and make it what it is 


} today. The strong rivalry of the tw 
big companies, often decided by the 
brawn of the strongest, proves to us 


that even in those thrilling times Wa- 
monton was a prizetrading centre 
much coveted, and fully apprectated 

As a fur trading centre Edmonton 
probably owed its inception to im- 
mense numbers of beaver that inhabi- 
tated this district. Although we have 
no definite or authentic knowledge of 
when either of the great old compa- 
nies built their first post here, we 
know that it was the foresight and 
keen business judgment of those hardy 
and courageous explorers that brought 
Edmonton into being. 

“After the fall of Quebec, the trade 
naturally passed out of the power of 
the earlier French traders from Mon- 
treal. Their places of authority 
power, and interests in the great 
northwest passed into the hands, 
ehiefly, of the diligent Scots, The 
French took a secondary place in pres- 
tige with the loss of control of this 
land by the French empire, and while 
their traders remained in the country, 
they worked under the directions of 
the astute Scotch factors, who had 
cannily picked up the Frenchmen's 
trade.

Vladivostok, Nov. 18.—(A.P.)—Re- 
volutionary forces which tried to seize 
control of Viadivostok have been de- 
feated and their leader wounded’ and 
captured, The governmental forces 
control the entire city and have oc- 
cupled the railway station, the .ast 
revolutionary stronghold The exe- 
cution of prisoners has already been 
started, 

The attempted revolution started 
on Monday morning at eight o'clock 
when the social revolutionary zenis- 
tvo group proclaimed a new deimocra- | 
tle republican government, Hoisted 
on top of Gen, Gaida’s train near the 
station was a green and white flag, 
the colors of the Siberian assembly, 
which was dissolved by Admiral Kol- 
chak. On the banner was inscribed 
the words, “For a constituent as- 
sembly.” | 

Following the proclamation of the 
revolutionaries yesterday morning, in 
which they announced thelr open op- 
position to the Omsk government and 
to Admiral Kolchak as supreme ruler, 
a semblance of a ministry was form- 
ed on General Gaida'’s train, Ivan 
Alexandrovitch Yakussiff being nam- 
ed president. Gaida was named com- 
mander-!In-chief of tho Mew govern- 
ment's military forces 

Announcement was mada by the 
Allled military conncil at 6 o'clock
